IV . - - Suspension during Pendency of Criminal Proceed 

ings or Proceedings for Arrest for Debt 
1 . A servant of Government against whom proceed 
ings have been taken either for his arrest for debt or 
on a criminal charge should be considered as under 
suspension for any periods during which he is detained 
in custody or is undergoing imprisonment, and not 
allowed to draw any pay and allowances (other than 
any subsistance allowance that may be granted in 
accordance with the principles laid down in Funda 
mental Rule 53) for such periods, until the termination 
of the proceeding taken against him . An adjustment 
of his allowances for such periods should thereafter be 
made according to the circumstances of the case , the 
full amount being given only in the event of the officer 
being acquitted of blame or ( if the proceedings taken 
against him , were for his arrest for debt) of its being 
proved that the officers liability arose from circum 
stances beyond his control , 

2 . A servant of Government against whom a criminal 
charge or a proceeding for arrest for debt is pending 
should also be placed under suspension by the issue of 
specific orders to this effect during periods when he is 
not actually detained in custody or imprisoned ( e . g ., 
whilst released on bail ) , if the charge made or proceed 
ing taken against him is connected with his position 
as a Government servant or is likely to embarrass him 
in the discharge of his duties as such or involves moral 
turpitude. In regard to his pay and allowances , the 
provisions of paragraph 1 above shall apply .

2 . It will be recalled that the Government Inspector 
of Railways held the cause of the derailment of 
320 Down Goods as sabotage, which the Bihar Police 
did not accept and that it was this difference of 
opinion that necessitated the institution of the judicial 
enquiry . 

3 . The Government of India have received the report 
of the Honourablc Mr. Justice Bose on the judicial 
enquiry . The Honourable Judge has confirmed the 
conclusions of the Government Inspector of Railways 
in respect of the cause of the accident and the follow 
ing is an extract of the Judge s findings , as recorded 
in his report : — . 
" I agree with the Government Inspector that the 

derailment of the 320 Down Goods train at 
mile No . 394 / 10 - 11 betwcen Durgauti and 
Karmnasa in the early hours of the morning 
of the 13th August 1950, was due to the 
removal by person or persons unknown of 
fishplates from a rail joint on the north side 
rails of the Down track at girder bridge 
No . 680 , the removal of inner rall screws from 
several consecutive bridge sleepers on the 
landing rail next to the opened out joint and 
the displacement of the free end of this rail 
by about three inches southwards towards the 
gauge face , Two of the twelve derailed 
wagons of the Goods train fouled the up track 
and the 7 Up Toofan Express which was about 
this time approaching from the opposite 
direction by the Up line at its usual speed , 

collided with these wagons and derailed ". 
I also agree with the Government Inspector that 

the Drivers of the two trains took all possible 
steps within the time at their disposal to avert 
the accident to the 7 Up Toofan Express but 

could not do so . " 
The Government of India (in the Ministry of Rail 
ways) accept tho finding of the Judge. 

4 . In his report the Honourable Mr. Justice Bose 
made certain adverse remarks on some of the witnesses . 
These remarks have been brought to the notice of the 
appropriate authorities.
